AMENDMENT  15  TO  B.  A.  I.  ORDER  276— REGULATIONS  GOVERNING 
THE  PREPARATION,  SALE,  BARTER,  EXCHANGE,  SHIPMENT,  AND 
IMPORTATION  OF  VIRUSES,  SERUMS,  TOXINS,  AND  ANALOGOUS 
PRODUCTS  INTENDED  FOR  USE  IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF  DOMESTIC 
ANIMALS 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by 
section  2  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  February  2,  1903  (32  Stat.  792;  21 
U.  S.  C.  Ill),  and  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  4,  1913  (37  Stat. 
832-833;  21  U.  S.  C.  151-15S),  and  in  order  better  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
these  acts,  Part  111,  Chapter  I,  Title  9,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  [paragraphs 
1  niitl  2,  section  1,  regulation  11,  B.  A.  I.  Order  27G,  August  18,  1922J  is  hereby 
revoked  and  the  following  is  substituted  and  prescribed  in  lieu  thereof: 

PART  111— RECORDS  AND  NOTICES 

Sec.  111.1.  Licenced  establishments,  manufacturers,  distributors,  and  importers 
to  keep  records. — Permanent,  detailed  records  of  the  sources  of  the  preparation, 
of  tests  for  purity  and  potency,  and  of  methods  of  preservation  of  each  batch 
of  virus,  serum,  toxin,  and  analogous  products  shall  be  kept  by  each  licensed 
establishment  and  by  each  manufacturer  producing  such  products  for  importa- 
tion into  the  United  States.  Permanent,  detailed  records  in  a  form  satisfactory 
to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  maintained  by  each  licensed  establishment, 
each  distributor,  and  each  importer,  showing  the  sale,  shipment,  or  other  dispo- 
sition made  of  the  viruses,  serums,  toxins,  and  analogous  products  handled. 
(37  Stat.  832-S33;  21  U.  S.  C.  151-158). 

Sec.  111.2.  Notices  of  shipments  required. — No  person1  shall  ship,  deliver  for 
shipment,  or  transport  from  one  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
to  any  other  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  any  virus,  serum, 
toxin,  or  analogous  product  consisting  in  whole  or  in  part  of  live  virus  or  live 
organisms,  including  brucella  abortus  vaccines,  anthrax  vaccines,  blackleg  vac- 
cines, fowl-laryngotracheitis  vaccines,  fowl-pox  vaccines,  ovine-ecthyma  vaccines, 
hog-cholera  viruses,  canine-distemper  viruses,  or  like  products,  unless  the  shipper 
at  the  same  time  forwards  a  notice2  in  the  following  form  to  the  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  and  to  the  proper  livestock  sanitary  official  in  the  State  or 
Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  to  which  the  shipment  is  consigned:
